certainly isa rarity in Central Africr. A 
rogue buffalo certainly does occasionally, 
like one that attacked a friond of mine, Mr 
Cole, of Kisokwe. But oven this instance 
cxn hardly be quoted us an unprovoked 
attack, as the apimal in question certainly 
had its privacy rudely intraded upon. The 
people at Kisokwe were in great want of 
meat, and Cole had yous out one evening 
hoping tw be able to bring home some game. 
‘After searching for some tice he saw a7 
autelope at 4 distance, and commenced 
to stalk it. Being at saccomplicbed hunter, 
he succeeded: in: getting well within 
range without atirocting the avimals 
attention ; but.in doing so be exacuted & 
fuat which must be almost ubparalleied in 


the annals of hunting. So cautiously did’ 


he'spproaeh through the long. grass that he 
was uanoticed by a buffalo lying‘doien in 
‘ity und so iotent was he on. bie expected 
gaine that, unknown to himself, he stalked 
right up to the buffulo, and stood just in 
front of its head, with his back to it, Ina 
second the astunished enimal was on its 
fect, and the: sound brought Cole sharply 
round; but, sv close were the two ‘that 
although Cole’s gun was at full-cock, before 
he could shoot, che buifalo bad caught him 
on the buck, and he and hie gun parted 
company us they went flying: through the 
sir. A-second sud « third time did the 
jnfucjated ‘animal gore ‘and toss him before 
he-could realise his pusition and restrain his 
shouts, Then belay motiouless and quiet 
foigaing death, but expecting every imo- 
tuent that lia woul’ bs togsed again, “Huw-

sver, the buffulo stoad eyeing him for n few 
minutes, ‘and then,‘half sutisiied that its 
work wos done, trotted.cf and atood igein 
to watoh ‘its work. at “a. short distanca, 
finally disappearing: in tho jungle; whilst 
Colv’a, native boy; « frightened spectator af 
what had been happening, ran to the housa 
two miles away-and brought assistance,” 

The lion, of least in’ Eastern Equatorial 
Africa, ‘does not rage abaut necking whom 
he may devour, He is quite as frightened 
of man 8 man ig ‘of him :—‘T think moat 
poople’s respect for'the king’ of begets ip 
very much diminished when thay come to 
live in his neighbourhood. When you 
come asrosé one; he almost invariably, 
makes off, aud it is asfer to let him go, 
unless you aro a very truo shot, ot have 
soveral armed watives with’ you, 88 
a wounded liun iso dangerons animal 
to deal with, I remember Harr 
Krieger, the German in commnnd of the 
furthest station in the interior, -com- 
ing one day very unoxpectedly upon’ a 
lioness, He wos shooting qusil, and had 
just emptied both barrels and atarted in 
pursuit of a wounded bird, * In the pursuit 
ho jumped into a shallow pit or trench, and 
as he did eo  terrfied lioness, who hed 
beon cnjoying a nap, jumped out and dis- 
appeared. Ho was relieved. to aee her go, 
aa his gun was unleaded, A frievd of mine 
wld ie that, on uno of his marches, he 
came upon a lion « short dietanea from the 
path. Ono of the men went uf to havea 
shot abit, which only irritated the animal, 
who paroued him with great leaps and 
hounds, as be rushed shouting back to the. 
peravan ; bubon gotling trenrer the body, 
of nev, the lion evidently considered dia- 
cretion the better part of valour and acted 
accordingly.’ 

Pho story-books have tald usa good many 
picturesque fables about the dvings.of the 
lion. Dr. Pruen suggests that the King of 
Boaals cannot stways say * Ho.’ to adon- 
key —‘A «ood donkey is an easy match 
for a hyenn or a leopard, and can with 
nafety be left ontside at nights in districts 
where there are no lions. A leopard knuws 
well that a donkey, liko an. English foot- 
ball-player, is generally a good kick, and 
prefers to give him a wide berth; bat a 
liom hes the conrago to attack a donkey, 
though not quite in the style one gathers 
from story-bnoke, In them, the lion is 
supposed to march up to the donkoy, give 
him a pat ou his back, and thon eat him. 
But the donkey hea a soul above boing 
patted on the back by a Lon or any other 
animal, and, if a lion offored to do 80, 
would most certainly kick him in the ribs.’ 

The hyena'is a mischievous and denger- 
oua creature, not quite so exsily alarmed 
by the pregetico of toun as sore other wild 
bons s with which Dr Pruen made avytuin- 
tavce :—Nearly all the injuries from wild 
animale that I saw whilat in Africa were! 
caused by byenss, These animals prowl 
acound every camp, and if they eoma upon 
a nan nelegp away from his camp tire, will 
at once ponnce opon him, aeoute one 
amuthful—and o very satisfying mouthful 
jt ugully is--and ruah away, I remember 
one hot night, while a number of boys 
were slueping op the veranuah of a mission- 
house, a hyena came in and seized one of 
the sinallest boya by the elbow, and was 
making off with him, when with great pre- 
sence of mind he raised the wat-cry, At 
once utherg came to his rescie and he was 
saved, but not befure his elbowbones had 
bevn torn out. However, ho nude a very 
good recovery, Another time a boy wus 
Dronght {o me who was sulfering from 
small-pox, and who while in this condition, 
lying in some exposed place at night, had. 
his unkle badly crushed by a bite from the 
sumo powerful jaws ;and I huve occasion- 
ally een people with part of their checks 
or their cars gone. Cowardly thovgh 
they are, hyenas, will sometimes follow 
axlone behind people at night in the 
hope that thoy will lie down. They ara 

id sumetimnes to follow, walking for short 
distances ata time on their hind legs, and 
I believe this is really the cuse, On one 
occasion I waa walkfg unarmed at night 
from a native servant's house tu my own, & 
istauce of about fifty yards, As T walked 
down the sloping path T heard bare feet 
ce me patteriug after me, and, turang 
round, eaid, te what I supposed was the 
servant, *What do yon want, Ri hard? 
My heart stood atill, a3 the only answer I 
received was the sound of a jump made by 
some large animal, and a plunge and crash 
inty the bashes by the side of the stream, 
close to which I waa walking, Tho animal 
woa probably a hyena; bad it been « 
leopard it would have slunk of move 
quistly.’ 

Of cuures there were adventures with’ 
cobras, soma of them with a good deal of 
touch-and-go abont them, as thus :—'T dis- 
covered a cobra once at oght in 4 hut mar 
vur dwelling, aod as I wos aot a very good 
shot 1 went up close to it beforo firing, 
but only succeeded in cutting its tail 
off My friend, who was a very good 
shot, but ometvady from an attack of 
fever, was anxious that I should not shoot 

ain, he wanted the head uninjured. 
Sv he took the gun and simed, ‘1 will 
spare the head,’ he said, and fred. When 
the smoke clested away we found that he 
had spared the heed and apparently the 
body too, as the creature was gunc, An- 
other time ] was waked up at night by tho 
noise of what I thought was a rat after 
some biscuits, which were on a table near; 
and I tried to hit the creature, whatever it 
might be, with a slipper, when a horrid 
hissing noise watned me to desist; so I 
struck o light and teok my gun from’ its 
usual placa st the bedaide, whilst my’ wife 
wont to fetch the boy. Presently he camo, 
and then pulled away » box behind which 
the creature waa, whilst I fired at it, as its 
bidiag place wus exposed. The cobras 
come into houses usually in search of rats. 


We had previously noticed that there had 
bacn a great gcurcity of rats in the house 
for some weeka; but we did- not then 


know enough of the ways of cobras to guess | 


the resson. On another occasion ove of 
the boys discovered 'a cobra tn an, outhouse 
bebind some bores ; but he did not at. the 
time, know that it wasa largo anake.. Ho 
fired at it, but only succeeded in’ wounding 
it, When I came I managed to'spear it 
about eighteen inches from the -tail, ond, 
as 1 supposed, close to ite head ; as we fail- 
ed, however, to got it out, wa thought we 
would: ties string to ite tail, and then, re- 
leasing the spear from: the fluor, to which 
|it pinned the enimal, pull it out and de- 
apatch’ it, “We tied tho string on: very 
tightly, trusting to the animal being ‘epear- 
ed olose to the head to prevent its, turning 
upon us. But on loosening the spear, apd 
pulling the animal out by the long string, 
we wore BUrprised to Bud & six-foot cobra, 
which had bean speared olose to its tail, 
and: which, consequently; might at any mo- 
ment have turned upon us while we were 
Aying® it. -It sounds: rather lika’ a story 


from the ‘ Lays of Ind," to talk of tying 
strings on‘cobras’ tails. and so pulling thon 
out of their hiding placos. But anakes in’ 
Central Africa are far logs savage than ‘po 
ple at home auppore.’ Sega:
